That night I oxperionced by first dive-bonbcr attack in Dommark and 
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only arrived ct Pedburg at 0480 hours. After two hours dclay 1 
continucd ny journcy to Flonsburg, oollcotccd Dr. Wirsing': draft and 
drove on to Ploen tu talk about tho whole cifair to th. michsa Goverument.. 


Tho journoy to Ploen turned out to de onc of the most difficult | 
and dangerous, that I have cxperienced. There were, over a conmpuratively 
short stretch of 90 kn, over ἃ dozen divi~banb attacks on roads jaxied 
with rctrecting coluins of troops hung-up pertly on account of potrol 
shortage and through damage. Burnt out iorries, strocts strewn ‘ith 
corpses, cxploding tanks and, nunition trucks, we fought our wy through 
with difficulty to Ploen, having ourselves loin prone -by the roadside and 

in fivids curing machine-gun fire, 


In Ploen wo wore told by the Staff-gierd that the Goverment had 
φοιιονοὰ itself to the. Marinesohule Huerwick. 4s this affoir did not 
pormit even an hour's dclay, I had to make the sare journey back again 
end net with the same difficulties. I may be permitted to state here, 
without ozaggeration, that thinking back on it, it was a wonder that I 
managed to get through with ny car on the some day, arriving at Huervick 
at 1700 hours to present nyself to the Reichs Yorcign Hinister ond 
Himaler. The frontier police at Kupfermuchle by Flensburg had been

In ny report I once again stressed the Ὀ΄.5:16 politicel importance of 
the whole Northern Sector, and we were agreed within a comparntively short _ 
tine, that, in spite of the unfavourable course of cvents, it.:as important.

give up Demmark and Norway without a Fight.
